Philadelphia, Pa., April 30..When one
ball team outbats another, even into drop¬
ping a Lome run Into a cellar by way of
¦variety, then a hard luck story Is appro¬
priate and timely. If ever the Giants should
have won, this was the eventful day, as in
the opening performance of the series they
took the lead and plugged along right mer¬
rily until the Phillies cut loose, this time
In the feixth round.
'

It was the fourth that broke Dad Clarke's
heart yesterday and made a changed man
of him. To-day the uprising raged lh the
fatal sixth, and while the Quakers wore

ploughing up tufts of grass with rapid-flre
base hits. Dad sat in the balcony and gazed
pensively down upon young Mr. Flynn, he
of the scienoed south paw.
Only six hits that scored that number of

runs, five of which were earned, occurred to
ruffle the gentle spirit of young Mr. Flynn,
yet in spite of this commendable Industry
on the part of the Quarkers, the GlanU
drew another chance. In the ninth, with
three tallies needed to win and only one
hand out, the bags were filled, but a single
tally was all that could be wrung from the
situation. Men who had been hitting in

V the earlier part of the turmoil hoisted the
ball to the out-fielders and the curtain was
rolled down, leaving three disconsolate
Giants still stranded high and dry on the'
bases.

PHILLIES' FIELDING WON.
Aside from that one delirious inning,

Flynn pitched splendid ball. He was a lit¬
tle wild, as south paws generally are, giv¬
ing six bases on balls and wringing three
men, but Cornelius limited the hard hit¬
ting Quakers to four safe ones in seveik
rounds. Farrell tolled effectively as re¬
ceiver. Taylor went In again for the Phil¬
lies, and the splendid support of the young
and old men behind him was a potent fac¬
tor in saving the game for Mr. Taylor.
Four times the Giants were doubled up
with a rapidity that set them dizzy. It
made no difference whether the play was
an out or infield affair,. the double took
place anyhow.
The great Delehanty missed two of his

chances, but, one of the others was a won¬
der. being nothing more or less than nip¬
ping a four-bagger and falling up hill back¬
ward at the same time.
Three men went out in order for the

Giants in the first. An open air debate,
with Captains Nasli and Gleason alternating
as orators, caused n momentary thrill in the
opening round for the Quakers, but, as

usual, the kick was barren of results. Sul¬
livan had stopped on a nice running catch
by Tieman and Delehanty tied up at second
on his double to deep centre. Van Haltren
made a hard try, but the ball bubbled from
his outstretched fingers. Van's muff placed
Thompson on first. Brouthers smashed a

grounder that collided with Sammy en route
to the second station. According to the
rules Thompson was out, but Gleason filed
an objection because Delehanty went to
third on the play. The Kid argued with
Referee Henderson at second, while Nash
pleaded eloquently' with Mr. Keefe at the
plate. Then the kickers crossed over and
swung forward and back.

FLYNN CONTRIBUTED A HOMER.

Mr. Payne, a new addition to the pitching
department of the Brooklyn Club, made
his debut In the box at Eastern Park yes¬
terday, and showed the assembled multi¬
tude and also the Washington ball players
just the kind of stuff he is made of. Na¬
ture has provided Mr. Payne with a left
wing which is to him far more useful than
many twlrlers' right arm, and he uses It
to great advantage, as the hard-hitting
Senators can testify. There was much un¬
easiness felt when Mr, Payne took up his
position in the box in the first Inning, but
this feeling wore off as the game pro¬
gressed, and when the Grooms began to
pick out the choice curves handed up by
Mr. McJames, a rising young twlrler on
the Washington team, the cranks felt it
was all over but the shouting.

DON'TS BY PAT POWERS.

The President of the Eastern Baseball
League Follows in NickYoung's Steps.
Syracuse, N. Y., April 30..President P.

T. Powers met the Eastern League um¬

pires at the Globe Hotel in this city to-day.
He issued the following rules governing
their work during the season:
Do not stop at the same hotel with the players.
Allow no player other than the captain to

leave his position to dispute a decision under
penalty of a fine. In fact, no player other than
the captain has the right to question your de¬
cision.
You will consider all assignments as confi¬

dential.
Be perfectly fearless in doing Just exactly what

you believe to be right.
In regard to the rule of a ball striking a

batter who hits at it, he left It to the
discretion of the umpire to give the man
his base, unless he intentionally permits
himself to be hit.

In regard to coaching, the umpire may
allow two men on the line if there are no
objections raised and a man is on bases.
If the opposing team object, but one coach-
er can be left on the line. If a batter
strikes out of his turn and two men are
out, the side is out.
For to-morrow's games he assigned Kelly

to Providence, Dqescher to Springfield,
Gaffney to Rochester and Swartwood and
Linden to Syracuse.

Inquiries by the
Journal resulted in the following statements:
LAWYER FREDERIC R. COUDERT, member of the Venezuelan Boundary

Commission: It seems to me, at a quick glance, that Corbett and Fltz¬
simmons could box in New York State, and as many rounds as they
pleased, if they would previously heed all the requirements and provi¬
sions of the code relative to this question.

LAWYER FREDERICK B. HOUSE: Corbett and Fitzsimmons may. box in
this State when the amended section of the Penal Code becomes a law
In fact. Nothing can stop them, nor can the authorities interrupt them
If the contestants have done all the law requires of them. No officer
has a right to enter any of these incorporated athletic clubs, according
to my view of the matter.

LAWYER WILLIAM F. HOWE: Neither Corbett, Fitzsimmons, nor any
other two men of like reputation or less, could be prevented from

meeting In a sparring encounter in this State after September 1.
The law makes no stipulation aa regards the rounds, so that question
remains only to be determined by the contesting individuals. An officer,
however, can be present and judge for himself if the law is being vio¬
lated, and he has the option, too, to make an arrest if he believes such
action is necessary. The law gives him that right in this Instance, just
as it permits him to enter other places for preserving the law, such as

saloons, theatres and amusement resorts.
LAWYER E. M. FRIEND: Certainly Corbett and Fitzsimmons can box any¬

where in New York State after the new law goes into operation. There
is nothing that I see in the amended section which could prevent them
from meeting. And if they cared to box a hundred rounds, or twice that
number, neither the police nor the authorities of this State could stop
them. No officer of the law would have a legal right to enter one of
these incorporated clubs. The law only anticipates innocence, not infrac¬
tions of its provisions. It is not clear to my mind, then, how he could
persuade a justice to give him a warrant, and what right he would have
to force his way into the rooms of any incorporated club with this instru¬
ment. If he did so, he would be guilty of trespass, and the offended club
could sue him for damages.

LAWYER JOSEPH STEINER: I would construe the law to mean that Cor¬
bett and Fitzsimmons, Dixon and Plimmer, or any other two individuals,
could box without any interference from the authorities of this State,
if they had complied with 'all the provisions of the enactment. There is

nothing to prevent them fi'om doing so after September 1. They can,
too, box any number of rounds, at their discretion, and no one but them¬
selves or the members of the club under whose auspices they agreed to

spar could dictate the number of rounds. As to an officer's right to en¬

ter one of these clubs, I say unhesitatingly that no law gives him a right
to put his foot beyond the threshold of its doors. He has no business
there, unless an admission fee is charged, which is clearly an infraction
according to the act, and he then has every right to enter. Section 223
of the Penal Code, I believe, covers this question.

LAWYER JOSEPH MOSS: Unquestionably the big fight can be held right
here in this city, or anywhere in the State, after September 1. Nothing
could stop Corbett and Fitzsimmons from boxing just as many rounds
as they care to. .

EVERETT CALDWELL, Assistant District-Attorney of Brooklyn: I be¬
lieve, after a casual glance at the amended section, that Corbett and
Fitzsimmons, Maher, Slavin, or any two men, may spar with gloves of not
less than five ounces, in any incorporated athletic association which has
previously complied with all of the provisions of the section. In fact, there
is no question of the legality of this interpretation, as the law is very
plain. It is also clear that any two men can box just as many rounds as

they care to in any one of these incorporated clubs, provided that their
hands are incased in five-ounce gloves. I venture to say that no police
officer would have a right to enter one of these clubs without a warrant.

FRANCIS M. SCOTT, Corporation Counsel of New York: Under the amend¬
ed section of the Penal Code relating to boxing competitions, which will
become a law in fact on September 1, Fitzsimmons and Corbett, or any
other two pugilists, may box anywhere within the State of New York,
with gloves of not less than five ounces. The law does not limit these
com,petitions of skill, so it Is obvious that under this section two men

> may spar an indefinite number of rounds. I must refuse to say whether
an officer of the law has a legal right to enter a regularly incorporated
athletic club on and after the date specified in the section, where a spar¬
ring exhibition is being held, until I am requested by the police to le¬
gally interpret the amendment.

WILLIAM J. McKELVEY, Superintendent of Police, Brooklyn: I feel con¬

vinced that 5vour question whether Corbett and Fitzsimmons, or other
men of like calibre, may or may not box within the boundaries of New
York State under the new law, providing that they and the club before
which tfhey may be engaged to spar comply with all of the various stip¬
ulations of the section, will be answered by lawyers in the affirm¬
ative. It is also manifestly clear that any two men who have
taken all the precautions to obey the law may box.understand, not
fight.a limitless contest, if they care to do so. I think that one of our

officers will have every right to enter one of these Incorporated clubs
where we feel convinced the law is to be violated.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT, President of the Board of Police Commissioners:
I must positively decline to discuss the new law for the present. At the
proper time, however, this department will give it Its serious attention.
Until then, not a word.

President Van Cott, of the New
Manhattan A. C.,SaysThere's

No Prejudice. v"

But Many Undesirable Members Are
Soon to Be Dropped from

the Rolls.

MR. CORNISH ALSO DENIES IT.

The Manager of the Organization Is of the
Opinion That Fewer Hebrews Will

Be Ousted Than Is
Expected.

Alleged religious prejudice on the part of
the controlling Interst In the New Manhat¬
tan Athletic Club, which Is to soon lose Its
identity in the Knickerbocker A. C.t has
created something .of a breeze among the
members of the organization. In keeping
with the proposed plan of reform and re¬

organization on more exclusive lines, It is
proposed to rid the club of a large number
of its undesirable members.
Since the intention has been whispered

about rumor has had it that of the num.
ber to be dropped from the membership list
a majority are Hebrews. While the officers
of the club do not deny that they propose
to rid the club of many old members, they
deny that Semitic prejudice plays any part
In the scheme, but that the Individual per¬
sonality of the blacklisted members is alone
responsible, and that the health and tone
of the new organization demand it.
President Cornelius Van Cott said yes¬

terday:
"I never in my life countenanced discrim¬

ination against race, creed or religion, and
never intend doing so. It has not been so
in the New Manhattan and never should
be, and as long as I am president of this
or any other club, respectable people, be
they Jews or Gentiles, will have my sup¬
port. » No one will be dropped for other
than proper reasons.
"In our large membership, there are

naturally some objectionable persons.I
mean those who will not live up to the
rules. They are the ones who will be al¬
lowed to go. Some of our most prominent
and best members are Hebrews, and I have
proposed several for membership mys&lf.
I predict a big future after the purging and
ehange of name."
Manager Harry Cornish spoke in the same

vein:
"There was a time," he said, "when any

man could walk in here, pay $18 and be¬
come a member of this club. Many good
members were added then, as were also
some who would not be a credit, socially
or otherwise, to any club. So the ne\* man¬
agement decided to institute a reform in
connection with the reorganization inciden¬
tal to our debut as the Knickerbocker Ath¬
letic Club.
